To the £ditor of the Newport Menniry, 


Wo presume your readers must have 


noticed that the concluding paragraph 
of our article published in tho Newport 
MKKCURY of June 13, was written by 
a gentleman in London, and probably 
was very extensively circulated in that 
city before having reached tho columns 
of the Newport MEHCURY. It was no 
doubt considered by tho mans of the 
English people as a very audacious 
prophecy to-make in regard to the 
affairs of a nation whose government 
he intimates is in a very precarious 
condition as to its stability, of which it 
is not to be supposed that tho King or 
his ministers saw any immediate dan- 
ger, and in their arrogance could not 
brook tho idea that there was enough 
of vitality in thoir North American 
colonies to successfully resist agnation 
so powerful as they then supposed 
England to be. It is true they had not 
a very large army of either English, 
Irish or Scotch soldiers-"that they could 
spare for such distant service, but there 
were honls of Hessians and other simi- 
lar vile *'footl for powder" which could 
lie, and were hired for a small pittance 
per day to fight their battles for the 
subjugation of America. The army of 
seventy thousand men, as previously 
stated, which were landed in America, 
were, with few exceptions as villainous, 
a crowd as was ever dignified with the 
name of soldiers, and the enlistment of 
such men, and for such a purpose, and 
the shocking atrocities committed by 
them ami their allies, the Indium;,, will 
forever remain a foul blot on the es- 
cutcheon of a nation whose history has 
too often been one of conquest and pil- 
lage whenever their foe was weaker 
than themselves, and even iu somesuth 
cases they have been vanquished,not so 
much by the superior valor on tho part 
of Uiolr foe as by the will of that over- 
uling providence which sometimes 
says, "thus far sltalt tliou go." 
But 


for other causes, admitted and condemn- 
ed hy tho most respectable press of all 
England, was their recent inglorious 
withdrawal from a probable contest 
with a foe quite their equal, who did 
say what they wanted ami took it. The 
humanitarians throughout the civil 
izcd world rejoice at the issue of thi 
apparent humiliation, so sincerely re 
gretted by the heart of old England; an 
in those regrets is shown the fear tha 
there aro times when the inane of th 
British Lion may cease to shako, and 111 
roar become as mild an the bleat of 
lamb when in the presence of th 
Russian Hear. It is very true that thos 
who manage tho press and write s 
eloquently of what should and wha 
should not be done, are never found a 
the front where death resides, thei 
courage of whatever quality it may he 
does in reality ooze out. at their tinge 
ends, in ink, conveying the most exalte 
ideas of a bravery which on their pai 
is seldom put to the test. 


It is a well established fact that ther 


has been in all a#es of the world, mcu 
not iu mithority, but with more dib 
comment than.those that were, .and i 
is not improbable that in England thos 
who in this ease, wrote for the pres 
were of that character. This perccj 
tion of the true state of things .wa 
noticed in a very remarkable dcgrc 
when, during our late civil war tli 
press of tho whole loyal North were fo 
months crying out fur thu eradivatio 
of that curse which was the innnediat 
cause nf it and which they felt woul 
speedily end it. 
It was a cry tha 


went unheeded until the head of tl: 
nation found it imperative, and wlit 
the emancipation proclamation wt. 
published to the world tho war wa 
virtually ended, making all men fre 
and, we wore about to say, equal, bn 
there still exists quite a difference ii 
regard to the equal, and probably a! 
ways will. 


To return to tho writer of the proph 


ecy referred to, ho evidently was a man 
among men and wiser than his fellows 
and he may have been a member o 
['arlaiment, for among that branch o 
the British government there were 
many honorable men who were sinccn 
friends of America, and one whose nami 
we cannot now recall, who when he 
leard of the resistance of the colonists 
;o tho enforcement of unjust laws im 
»osed on them by the home governmen 
said he "was glad of it." 


How encouraging to the people o 


;he colonies must have boon the words 
of him who wrote respecting the pro 
spectivc freedom of America, when he 
says, "It is not alleged that it is nossi 
ble this can happen immediately, but it 


impossible that it should not nappei 


if ter tho lapse of sonic years." We 
sincerely hope this friend of America 
ivcd many year* beyond the fulfilment 
>f liis prophecy—which may have oc- 
;urrcd much sooner than he anticipat- 
ed—if he didj he would have learned 
bat not only the "Highlanders" bul 
ho adventurers of all nations have been 
emigrating to the shores of America 
sver since it gained its independence, 
ind oven while the war of the revoln- 
ion was in progress the desertions from 
;hc British army were immense. These 
deserters, who probably never expected 
or desired to again see tbe land of theii 
nativity, found homes in the various 
settlements about tho country, whose 
population was composed of most all 
nationalities, so that when we now 
speak of Americans, it must be with 
the understanding that they aro tbe off- 
spring of a marriage between the de- 
scendants of the first settlers and those 
of other emigrants from nearly all 
parts of the world, proving most con

My neck's 
half-way in the baiter at this blessed 
moment." 


The man spoke in the coolest and 


most determined manner, and I at once 
saw that any further attempt at resist 
ance would be worse than useless. 


"One word more, Mr. Fellgate,'' my 


companion continued. "If you follow 
me quietly and without any row, no 
harm will come to you.

A Western Cyclone. 


They have had one of their periodi- 


cal storms in Iowa, which as usual has 
caused sad havoc. A dispatch from 
Macon City, Iowa, says: The house 
and barns of Matthews Reddy, several 
miles from here in the country, were 
carried away in the storm Sunday night 
and the family had a fearful experience. 
There are hardly boards enough left 
about the homestead to build a fire; 
not a bit of furniture nor a stitch of 
clothing can be found. The wreck is 
complete. Mr. Kcddy's brother was 
hurled into afield when the house went 
to pieces. Mr. Keddy was left in a sit- 
ting position on the ground. On look-, 
ing around he saw, by a flash of light- 
ning, that his brother was stretched 
dead some yards away. He picked 
him up and carried him into an under- 
ground milk house. He then com- 
menced a search for his wife, and found 
her in her night clothes some 10 rods 
from the house in a cornfield. She 
was also carried- to the milk house. 
He next looked for his o-year-old boy, 
searching by the light of the electric 
flashes, and at last discovered the in- 
fant 30 rods from where the house 
stood. The boy was almost driven in- 
to the mud. When they were gathered 
into the milk house their injuries were 
discovered to be severe, and the moth- 
er and child will hardly live. The broth- 
er had both ears split, his head gash- 
ed, and his shoulder cut and bruised. 
The wife had three gashes on her fore- 
head, one on her .nose, a big cut in the 
back, bruises on her leg, and is injured 
internally. The three were beaten black 
and blue all over their bodies by the 
hail. 


We wish briefly to remind onr read- 


ers that the Lecture on the "Indian 
Question" by Mr. Herbert Welsh, sec- 
etaryof the Indian Rights' Association, 
is to be delivered in Newport on the 
evening of Thursday the 25th instant. 


There are about 300,000 Indians ii 


our States and Territories, 
and the 


duty of the stronger, the more aggres- 
sive, and the more intellectual race is 
evident,—namely to keep national faith 
with this remnant of the American 
aborigines, and to do everything in 
our power to raise them to the same 
civil and educational advantages as 
those possessed by the white race. 
Fuller legislation can accomplish this, 
by extending to the red men the same 
laws as those which govern the white; 
by educating them intellectually and 
morally; and then awaiting either their 
gradual assimilation into the general 
population, or their gradual extinction, 
as higher and more occult laws, over 
which we have no control, may deter- 
mine. One of the most important fea- 
tures which the Indians naturally pro- 
test against, as stamping them with 
the badge of inferiority, is theirpresent 
legal disability to hold land in several- 
ly. They only hold as a tribe; and a 
protected individual title to land is a 
point they earnestly seek, and which 
they ought to obtain. 


We understand that a committee of 


gentlemen in Newport representing all 
phases of political complexion and reli- 
gious faith, have been conferring as to 
the probable outcome of the approach- 
ing effort to awaken public interests 
here on this important 
topic. We 


should be glad if Mr. Welsh's lecture 
next week will develop in our commu- 
nity a sentiment taking the practical 
form of organizing in Newport a branch 
of the Indian Rights Association. It is

Weeds as Garden Manure. 


Tho growth of most weeds is mainly 


by exhausting the surface soil, as they 
get leas from the atmosphere or sub- 
soil than cultivated' crops or grasses.
